We have received the Medical Reports 
for the half year ended March 31st last, 
forwarded by the. Surgeons to the Cus 
toms at the Treaty Ports in China, Dr, 
Scott, in his report on the health of Swa- 
tow, says that for several months small- 
pox was supposed to be epidemic among 
the Chinese in. and around that Settle- 
ment,’ but he experienced great difficulty 
in obtaining any reliable information on 
the subject. He believes, however, that 
it was very prevalent, Mahy Chinese 
applied to him for vaccine lymph, and 
vaccination appeared to be extensively 
practised in tho district. Dootor Scott 
refors at great length to an interesting 
and fatal caso of frost-bite thet oame 
under his care in December last :— 

Tho sufferer, a Malay sailor, came here 
from Chefoo, where he had got frost-bitten. 
When he was first attacked by the cold, bo 
put both his feet into warm water. On his 
arrival here ov-.December 26th, the left 
foot was quite gangrenous and a line of 
demarcation was forming about two inches 
above the ankle. Tat once saw there was 
no hope of saving that leg, and determined 
to amputate if as soon-as possible. The 
toes of this foot were sloughing off and the 
tendons were bare, though there were a8 

et no bones Lider J through the skin. 
The right foot, was not so bad—the toeg 
were going, but the tendons wera not bare 
and there was no distinct line of separation. 
The patient hed suffered much pain, atid 
after many sleepless days and nights and 
little nourishment, was ina very low and 
feoble condition, On the 27th, nding 
there.was no possibility of saving tho left 
foot or of improving the man’s condition, 
I performed a double fap amputation at 
the lower third of the leg, having first 
applied Eamearch’s bandage, —- 

There was no blood lost during . the 
cutting part of the operation, and very little 
lost in tying the blood-vesaols..
